It should be done daily 
w'hile the cow’s are 
shedding 
their 
coats, for at this time there is more or 
less irritation of the skin that prompts 
the animals to lick their bodies more 
persistently than at other times.

irritation is lessened and the falling 
hair is removed beyond the reach of 
their tongues.

Separator Is Most Important Factor, 
but When Adjusted Properly 
There Will Be Variations. 


The most important factor conrtol- 
Tng the richness in cream Is the cream 
rcrew in the separator, but even when 
hat is adjusted properly there will be 
erne variations in the percentage of 
at in the cream. Ordinarily in winter 
cmd when cows are more nearly dry 
hey are likely to give richer milk 
.han when fresh and on June pasture. 
Accordingly, cream for the winter will 
at times show' 
a variation 
of about 
£even per cent, over that produced 
during the summer months. 
Not running a separator at uniform 
tpeed will also affect the cream, be­ 
cause the slower the separator bowl 
rotates it will affect the cream. 
If too much skimmilk or w’ater Is 
used in flushing out the bowl after 
each time the separator is used the 
cream will be thinner. 
Use no more 
than just necessary to free the bowl 
from cream. 
Sometimes the 
skimmilk or 
the 
cream becomes clogged, interfering 
with the free passage of either cream 
or the skimmilk through their re­ 
spective 
openings. 
These 
outlets 
should be examined frequently.

GOVERNMENT HELP IS READY 


Office of Public Roads of Department 
of Agriculture Testing Materials 
and Their Usefulness. 


So far has the 
government 
ad­ 
vanced it\ the 
problems 
connected 
with road, construction that 
efforts 
are now being made to 
teach 
the 
country that tho expenditure of large 
sums of money on certain typos of 
roads may result almost in 
a 
total 
waste. 
A road built 
of 
materials 
which would be ideal in one locality 
may not serve* tho purpose at all else­ 
where and the money expended may 
bring scarcely any result in reducing 
the cost of hauling or making it easier 
for tho farmer to get to the shipping 
point with his jCrops. 
Iii order to aid farmers who want 
to build their own roads and to as­ 
sist various communities that desire 
to improve the roads near by, the of­ 
fice of public roads of the department 
of agriculture has employed experts 
to test all materials and study their 
usefulness on roads subjected to cer 
tain traffic conditions. 
The office of 
public roads is now acting in an ad­ 
visory capacity to many states and 
countries, giving a 
most 
practical 
form of national aid. 
On roads where there is 
a 
very 
heavy traffic, it has been found that 
certain kind of materials are better 
than others, and that while one kind 
of binder may not serve the purpose 
at all, another kind is ideal and pre­ 
serves the road indefinitely. 
Millions 
of dollars doubt leas have been wasted 
in the past because of the absence cf 
the scientific knowledge which is now 
being obtained. 
There is no longer 
any excuse for ani community build­ 
ing the wrong kind of road, as the of­ 
fice of public roads stands ready to 
[furnish any information that may be 
desired as to the course that should 
be pursued. 
In discussing 
the 
new 
scientific 
movement in road improvement. Di­ 
rector Page of the office of public 
roads, says: 
“There are two ways In which the 
engineer may avail himself of the in­ 
formation necessary to a proper se­ 
lection of road material. The first and 
only certain one is to make an actual 
servlco test on the material under 
observation, and under the same con­ 
ditions of traffic and climate to which 
the proposed road will be subjected. 
This method, however, is impractical 
except in certain rare instances, due 
to the lapse of time which must elapse 
before definite results can be obtained. 
The second method is. by means of 
short time laboratory tests, to approxi­ 
mate as nearly as possible the destruc­ 
tive agencies to which the material 
will be subjected on the road, supple­ 
menting the knowledge thus gaiued 
by a study of the results already ob­ 
tained in practice on material of a 
similar nature."

Farms 
are now regarded as plants for the 
business of farming, and any reduc­ 
tion in their profits through unneces­ 
sarily heavy costs for hauling on bad 
roads naturally reduces their capital­ 
ization into values.
